The Khedive holds the 
stock which is thus sold, consisting 
of 177, UUU, out of 400,000 shares, into 
which the capital slock of the com- 
pany was divided. 

London, Nov. 2G — The "Times," in 
its financial article, says, in relation to 
the purchase by Great Britain of 177,- 
000 shares of ttio Suez Can.il Com- 
puny: "A breathing tiiuo iini.st es- 
sential to E^ypt is secured. Tlie val- 
ue of the purcuase to England is great, 
and probably will he taken by the 
public to mean more than it does. By 
buying up the rest of the shares and 
pa} ing two loans raised by the com- 
pany amounting to 1'18, 000,001), l^ng- 
land would be possessed of tin; em ire 
property. The advantage of the li.ur- 
gain materially is a secondary tiucs- 
tion. It wa« made for political ic.d- 
sons, therefor the importance of tlie 
step is hardly to be overrated. For a 
coijsideralile linie it cannot be n. pv 
cuuiary proht, unless England also re- 
deems the nineteen year coupons 
Trhich the Khedive heretofore sold." 

The "Times," in a leading article 
on tho subject, lias tho lollowiuLj: 
Ttiero is an audacity about il. whicli 
we do not ■^eiioially associate with the 
acts of tho lifili.-.h ministry. We seem 
to trace in the -business the hand of 
Mr. Disraeli. The nation wakes this 
moniiug to /ind that it has accpiired a 
heavy stake in tlie security and well 
being of unoiher distant laud, and 
that it will bo held by all the world to 
have entered upon a new phase of 
Eastern policy. Wo have no desire 
for an extension of teiritoi v. "\\'u do 
not covet tho land of the Nile. Since 
the lirman of 1873, which gave the 
Khedive the right of treating imle- 
.-pondfiatly-wik^foreign {States, Egypt 
has little cause of complaint, and may 
fullill her duties untrammelled by 
Stumboul. In tUis settlement we dt- 
bire to make no change, but should 
inaurreciion or iutriyuc, or a^'^y n .-sion 
from witliout, or corrupiicjn within, 
bring a political as well us a financial 
collapse to Turkey, it luight become 
necessary to take measures for the 
security of that part of tho d(jiuiiii(ju 
.q{ tho yultau with which wo are most 
h'oai\ly,concerued. An acquisition of 
BO cominanding an interest as Suez — 
an interest which must inevitably tend 
. to increase — will lead tho government 
aid people of the country to concern 
themselves habitually with Egypt.

It 
is not calculated to deceive an experienc- 
ed person, except in tho hurry and bus- 
tle of ft mining camp, whore an examina- 
tion is. not always possible. It is intimat- 
ed that the spelter was prepared at Port- 
land, Oregon, by an assayer, who had 
accomplices in the diggings to assist him 
in his operations. It is said, too, tluit 
the presence of the bogus dust was known 
to the authorities. If this latter state- 
ment be correct, wo wonder no stejis were 
taken to overhaul the rascals in Victoria.

The Bright Side of the Great Dis- 
snster— Affecting Tribute to a 
VicUni. 

EoiToi! Cor,or;isr: — At tho pret'ent time, 
though .some wi:el;s have pa:5sed since tho 
.'«liil)wrcok of the Pacilie, it is not possible 
for anyone, of even common feeling, to 
trovorse our streets without having oon- 
Btantly in mind the terrible nature of tho 
affliction whicti has overtaken this small 
community. Many of from our win- 
dow.i saw tho passengers w.-xlk on board 
tlie steamer. In oiio pluco wo are rcniind- 
i;d that we stand ou tho very spot on 
which we wished a pleasant 2"*"8ngo to 
acquaiutauces whose voices Boom to lin- 
ger in our ears ; and it was, in another 
place not far away, that we said goodbyo 
to dear frieuda whose grasp — alaat "the 
tonoh of a vanished hand" — sesms tooling 
to ours still. Within a time measured l)y 
only a few hours, '.hose li)is which gave 
delight to .'.11 wlio liL-ard their utterance, 
bscame pale aiul livid. jMeii and women 
in the priuK! and bloom of their worldy 
oxistsuca wore suddenly changed from 
tfaa poBsesRion of vigorous life and 
strength to the fatal extremity of death. 
"'Tis double death," indeed, "to drown 
in ken of slinro." It will probably bo 
long before this dreary grief, which is 
ono of the saddest and most mournful ex- 
perionciis of our lives, jiermits its real 
lessons to b'o brought homo to our minds 
and hearts. Posaildy, it may then be re- 
cognized more fully .by us that our hap- 
less friends, as well as ourselves, wero 
and are truly but passengers through this 
world — a world in which wo cannot set 
up our rest, but should always keep an 
attentive eye upon that other state of be- 
ing which wo approach every moment. 
Were I privileged to oflbr consolation to 
tho nearer and dearer friends of thoso 
who have departed. I should vouturo to 
say that, perhaps, it will not be well for 
them to continue, for too long, a time, to 
bo grieved, nbovo measure, for those they 
have lout, seeing that wo may lirmly hold 
to the belief that they aro net really dead 
but have only tiuiahed that journey 
it is necoKsnry for every one of us to tako. 
It is no delusion, but the truth, that all 
of us must go sooo to the great place of 
reception, where our friends are now aa- 
ssinblod, and, perhajm, occupied iu pro- 
paring for ns(who knows ?) mansions and 
bowers, in which wo may look forward to 
meet them, and live again with them in 
another stato of being. liOt us, then, en- 
deavour to withdraw our minds gradually 
from tho sad circumstances of the disas- 
ter, and seek some alloviation of our grief 
in rellocting soberly ujion that now and 
better state of be ing towards which wo 
hasten, and upon tlio delight of sgaii. 
ineuting there tlio dearly loved ouex who 
have procedod us thitluT l)y what is real- 
ly but a short stago. Wo may recognize 
bye and bye, as tlio carea and tho vdui- 
ties of life becomes more and moro a]>- 
parent, that the fato of those who have 
been taken away at this time is hap- 
pierthan the fate of those who have boon 
left. So mnch nni' may attempt to speak 
in consolation without tres])asBiug on the 
ground of tho.se whoso duty it is to graft 
tho lessons of religion upon tho pre- 
sent temper of tho public mind; but, alas, 
what avail these worda now in tho case of 
mournera iirbo are dumb with grief and 
cannot bo comforted ? 

Such thoughts as these came into my 
raind in following yesterday to tho grave 
ono of tho vict iiuH of tho shipwrock-a fair 
oroaturo "killed too soon by death's sharp 
8tlng"-ono whose sad fate is rounded with 
a tragic ooiuph'lencis almost without par- 
allel in either ancient or modern story. 
Welaid this young L^irl, who had grown 
up omougst tis all. riuI had boon done to 
death by the cruel sea, in the repoHO of i\ 
grave where wo may indulge tho fancy 
that, time and agaia Iho noabirds will of- 
ten sing a dirge to hor as they soar over 
her dust in airy rings. The feelings and 
anticipations and hopes the young heart 
must have aro known to u8, for wo have 
been young onrsolves. I will not dwell 
on these, but what can bo miu'o tragically 
complete tliiiii the' history of b.er fate — 
beautiful and hap|)y — leaving this [ilaco 
in bright weather — suddenly and shortly 
drowned in tho distant sea, aud then drift- 
ing back 150 miles, near her parents' 
homo, to bo buried yesterday during a 
snowstorm, when nmidens and strong 
men wept at her grave '?
